tianaty had from tbe earlieet ago* proved itaolf 
able to overoome 111 obaticlee, and all eyill, 
however vniifd their (iirin i and *t it hid beeo. 
ao it would be in future ; none eould long re- 
fill the apiritof truth, the will nf the author 
and (ind of truth and righteouincu. Hut 
they muit contend In prayer for the removal 
of obatulei; il wu nut in a wi 
with men thit they were engaged but 
with the .ntril of evil, and they miut be dili- 
gent in the propagation af that truth which 
wu able to aire aoula. Our Sirioui himaeli' 
had given u* the example of prayer ; He bad 
laid ■■ TJ>\ kingdom oomc," and lie had pmyed 
that ' more labourer* might be aeut to the 
l.jirTci,' md He bad encouraged hi* aervant by 
tbe promiae of Bending the Holy llhoal, which, 
proraiae bad beam folnlled. After acme further 
obecr ration* the rev. gentlemen moved the re' 
aolutiop. 

The Rev. B. Htrur aeoonded Iba reaoliitaon. 
He liny* experienced plenum, he uid, In 
attending the animal Mieaionary Meeting, and 
one of the reanoni wax, thai at thoae meeting! 
than met together member* of all the Kctiani 
of tbe ritunh, united lo help furwud the great 
objeet whkL they all bad in eicw. He wit not 
lure that it would be uti advlOtagc to the 
Church that all altould be of one opinion aa to 
doctrinal point*, ai that (II (huitld think alike 
a* lo lotto of Church, government. lie did not 
auppoae that thek honorable Chaimun would be 
a lea* worthy member of theeaUhliabed Church 
which he badcapouaed ; nor Lheir I^reehyietilh 
brother, lea* itlarhed to that Church Tot which 
hi* father* had lought and blud, fur having 
atlendtd pt thi* meeting; our the U*i liel nor 
the Independent lo tkoii aeveral fonna, Tbey 
met here to advance one common cauac ; all 
their energiea were put faith In one common 
channel, and ihrir object waa in if rrid purity 
and peace thicughuut the wotld. The object 
of the Society wu the aalvation of the whole 
world, Uy Mime they were called enthu*j*ata ; 
and if by enthuaiaam waa meant to love God 
aontinuiliy, to go forward continually in 
bia aerviee, nolwlthetanding aneera and 
reviling*, if tliia waa vnthiuiaam, then it 
Wl* belter for tbeir own aoula, better tor 
the Church of Chmt, better for the heathen 
that they ahould be enthuaiaata, and be hoped 
to hue and to die an cuiliuiiaai, If they were 
charged with unthiuiaam aa endeavouring 1o 
attain an end without having Ihi mean* of 
attaining U in their ponaetaion, then he would 
my the charge wu unfounded ; they had 
the mean* which bid been (aft them by 
their Kedeemer, which the Great Head of 
fha Church had placed at their diapoaal, 
which had and alway* mult prove auooeaaful ; 
which hod already laiied thouaand* on thou- 
aandifrom tha luweat depth* of degtaoWtioD, 
and placed them before Ood an high. That 
there were obatacle* end hindrance*, however, 
they muat all be aware t and in order that 
theae might be effectually removed, it waa 
their duty to pray einioauy lo Ood for hia aa. 
alliance. Tho reverend gcntleniiu, aftet urg- 
ing at aome length the duty and neceaaity of 
pnyer, cunoluded by laying, that he bad much 
plenum in eeconding the reaolutioo. 

The Reaolution wu put and carried unani- 
momly.

■olulion. "ITiit the aula of tit* Church of 
Uhriat ind of the world at leige, alike claim in- 
creued excrtiona on uurpart, in order to extend 
u aidelj aa pnaiihlc llio bleaaingl or tru..

U wu ilmoit 
tinny yean ago, linoe ha (Hr, kluiatield) hid 
oomntmced ittending Miaaionary Meetingi ai 
home, and in thrae coluniea, and he waa jual 
now reflecting that at every meeting hia 
ein wen uluied with one note whiek 
roaa fu above ill oihera, whatever mode 
of algumpnl or elhortatiotl knight be u*ed, 
that Bete wu liaai d with peculiar di*tinctni-w ; 
it wa* — (Jive, give— naoney, money — more 
money. If ever there existed the u.iunlea*cnce 
of covef/iiilDe** it wu in the Wealeyuia, — dtN- 

con tenl, ii wu amongst the Wealey ana . Ihey, 

uallke wcU-rcgulaled bodiei, held all b»ita- 
rion at getting inui debt in aovereign contempt. 
The %ie*leyin* were alway i uking, alwiyi re- 
viving, alway* growing iich«,yet ciet plunged 
over head and ran in debt ; yet although he had 
nerer known the Society to hive a *urp lui re- 
ran lie, he did not remember thai it hid been 
i obliged to have recoun* to tbe proceta of 
whitewuhrng. The parent aociety had never 
yet appeared In the Latwbm tiuimtu , nor, al- 
though the legialatare of the colony had pco- 
vidod a convenient method of getting rid of 
unpleuuit pecuniary embanawmonti, had thia 
auxiliary .ocioly repaired to King-*treet £a*t. 
Pb*iy lihd heard in-night of the lueeeaa which 
attended the operation* of the Society, thiit 
their revenue e»ceeded£lnO, l)Ul)( he reccjl«t«d 
when it wu not £JO,000, and when Ira mcai 
•anguine aupporten looked at foo.OTO u it t 
higbeat poinl it* revenue could ever attain. It

He entreated all pitaent 
not to lay uide all thooght of Ihe object* of 
the Society when they left lhat place t not to 
uy to themaelvee that il waa the duty of the 
general l> dy and not of indiriduell, but 
to recollect that it wu the duty of every indi- 
vidual then to esert heraflf or himaeli to ihe 
ulraoet to advance the cause of Chriattanity, by 
contributing to the fund* of the Soeiily.

We read in Scripture, " The poor ye 
have alwaya with you." And our moat 
Christian nation, convinced uf thii truth, 
aeenu teaohed, lince it cannot get rid of 
them, at leaut tu keep them out of light, 
and conaequently, ai the proverb hath it, 
out of tpind- tVhea diamond firat landed 
in England, he wai itruck with the appa- 



reot comfort of 
rural populatiun. A lunger reiideiice eg- 
plained the secret. The mantiont of the 
nobility and weallby citixena — the houaea 
of Cobbrtt'a " bull-frog farmeri"— courted 
the vietr of the traveller. The cottage* 
of the labourer* were relegated to byway*, 
and great part of the labouring popnlution 
cunaig-ned to the dirty lauei and blind 
a! lie* of the town*. The policy of land- 
lords in guarding their demean ei from 
over-]K>pi]lation had rendered the tuirnt 
ceupoola, into which the poverty and dirl 
of the whole Land were dramr-d, and kept 
unseen. And nuw tile faahiun of' im- 
proving" town* (e*pecially in the metro- 
polj.) threaten* to auueeK them into itilt 
mure clour and lutfbcating rclreati. 

A good syilem uf unaloty police might 
do aojiiething lo remedy thii evil. Of 
courae, ao long as aemustreuei are jiaid at 
the rate uf Ihree-hatf-pence a ihirt, no 
police can make jn-ujJe inhabit lidy 
hwiiei, and in inch modcraie numben u 
mill leave rach in mate elbow -room. Dut 
there are arrange mruli ciimjieteiil to a 
sanatory police which might alleviate tbe 
evilt even nf the preterit l«*»r (tale uf thr 
luwral ebis, and which will Dot be un- 
called fur, ahould they ever he viiited by 
mote prospetoui tlayi. For elainple, a 
system of tanatory police worthy nf ihe 
name -would enforce efllcie.nl sewerage and 
drainage No houses, not even thuae uf 
the puureil elm, ought tn be allowed to 
be erected on land that h.u not been pir- 
viuualy well-draiued by *»w<>i , adequate 
In keep it dry and clean in all time 
coming. Again, a aanatory police worthy 
Of the name would take care lhal the 
Ljilding material! uf what may without a 
figure of *perch be called the infected dis- 
trict*, are mil allowed tu be uied iu thr 
erectiuu of new tenement*, without pee - 
viuit* niffiricnt inapeclton. Yet again, a 
aanalury pulire worthy of the name wuuld 
keep atrict watch wen in Ihe moat * qU alid 
dialricta to prevent or enforce the removal 
uf all niiifancea. Deipondency breeds 
•luttiihneu, aiidalultishneia tuuii become* 
a habit. The (uureat cbua need tu be 
ahaken out of inch habit*, by a not item, 
but Arid and unremitting exerciae of au- 
thority. 

The question remain!, what to do bodily 
with Ihe poor, deprived uf their reiidence* 
by the march of improvement, and eilher 
driven, one way, beyond the icene of their 
daily employment, or the other way, tu 
tender more denae the crowd* that already 
hive in the " alums" and " rookeries" of 
London, ihe " wynda" nnd " c lost a" uf 
Glasgow and Edinburgh, and the loath- 
aome back-ilreeti of every great town t 
Here Ihey art — lens of Ihunianda iu each 
hutde t what are yuu to do with them f 
iou cannot kill them off— you will not 
let them continue in their great social 
piggeries— you. forbid Ihem to comeamong 
you in your respectable streets — you can- 
not in Juatice drive thrin uutuf tow » , 
yet a spot of earth to reil un they muit 
have, laitimpoassibletosulvethepuule ! 
At the expense of passing from generals 
to particular!, from principle! to practical 
detail*, il may be Worth while to see if 
the solution is not practicable, It doea 
not follow that the Stale ii the only or 
the best public body lo manage such de- 
tail* j but it may aland ai present for any 
public, ur even private body.iu whom il 
would delegate the power. 

If you take away the buuies of the very 
poor, you muit give them other* i but the 
State could nerer consent tu give *uch 
dwelling* tu those jt has veiled. Fetid 
squalor, reckleu indecency, putrid diieaie 
may characterise what the State ha* taken, 
hut must not what it bestows, eveu in ex- 
change.

He ii taken from hia lair, and caged in a 
palace, Thr visitor to (xJaagnw Bridewell 
ia lirst struck by one prcularity of lhat 
prison— all is airy, pure, and fresh. The 
prison u very full : stage upin stage, it 
contain! within the narrow limit of the 
ground it occupies a very dense population 
yet is there no squalor, noi even " cluse- 
ueu." You loon find that this strange 
charactrristic of a gaol, which admits; the 
lowest of the population, is the result of 
twu very simple thiugs — good regulations, 
and good cu nut ruction, Those two things 
might secure comfort and wliulrsoiueness 
even on the very site of the present sqiia 
tut. The construction ia simple I every 
*t*ge In tbe building ha* a lung corridor, 
opened to the external air at bulb, ends in 
the full extent of its height and width at 
the side* are the " ceil," small rooms with 
a tolerably suaciuua window opposite to 
the door. A proper temperature ia, 
we believe, attained by warming-appa- 
ratus. Palaces similarly constructed 
might be opened to Ihe poor at a fined 
charge per day for rem, on the lite uf lheir 
present den*. As tu the ripen*. With 
nindemie labour, the prisons in Glasgow 
Bridewell are almost supported by them- 
selves i aome increase to ihe income thus 
attained would even return a profit on Ihe 
art for lodging and feeding *tid guarding 
the prisoners. The mere cost of such a 
ttrui-'ure, with au much of furniture as 
iniii.'. lie made of the nature of fiitum, 
and nearly all that would be wanted might 
be made su — would nm lie great The 
owners of he uses in the poorest neighbour- 
hoods contrive to reap incredible amounts 
of rem. collected in halfpence. The 
pour therefore, do pay rent for dwellings 
which cost then comparatively Urges urns, 
though payable in ll.e auislleat. Of course 
ihry could contrive to pay still mailer 
i ui us for better and wholeiunier dwelling* ; 
and the outlay for the building might tfaui 
be made good. As to mnamyemfaf , Glas- 
gow Bridewell has a Governor, [a each 
corridor ill oaUuksstU rather bigger than 



the rest j and if we remember rightly one 
of thr prisoners obtains by good conduct 
the privilege nf inhabiting that cell ; and 
for keeping the corridor, and the little 
oBce at tbe end devoted to washing and 
so forth, he is paid tn the enjoyment uf a 
little more personal liberty : analogous 
privileges j posjibly even the remiuion of 
rent, might pay for keeping clean the < 
public man*iuti ; which would uf course 
need a governor or chief manager, 

Such was an idea luggrsied some time 
ago by a visit lo the QUagow prison. A 
year or two back, we noticed that one of 
the Ward* of London petitioned the Cor- 
poration to grant land for some auch put - 
poae ; but it came lo nothing. The 
scheme, then, baa occurred to others, 
under very different circumstance i and 
novel and crude as it may hitherto have 
been, the necessity for some new and 
great expedient warrant* atteultun to 
every suggestion. The great diBhulty 
would lie, tint, lu the fact that a prworv 
furnished (he suggestion, and next, in the 
pride and perverve dislike lo rule of the 
poor tlicmaelvesi Absolute freedom, the 
Judirioua choice of a name, a cheap uae of 
colours, and " rooms" instead of " cells," 
would obviate tht prison-like character. 
The pride would be reconciled by firm 
criurteiy in the olllciats, and practical ei- 
perience of comfort and cheapness iu place 
uf misery and dearneu. Such buildings 
might be clauided, according lo different 
c liases of inmates, with different rate* 
of rent and different rulei of admission. 
With i discreet management to live in 
them, instead of being a disgrace and a 
mark of " pauperism," might lie a test of 
prudence, independence, and decorum. If 
private landlords of the pooi complain (hat 
their trade ia invaded, let them beat the 
fitale in iitTering beltet and cheaper dwel- 



Rnliert Peel has remarked that the 
.Stale deali with the poor too exclusively 
in punishment, rather than inducrmrnt; 
in like man tier it deal" with Ihem ton 
much by forbidding or restricting, rather 
llian aiding and lieituwiug ; but there is 
no reason why the State ahould nut our,, 
bine material aid with prohibition, at 
lean in any way that would not weaken 
the independence of ihe pour ciliten.

Tne. Bamn nt Bon*.— That moat emi- 
nent and unfortunate of suitors, the Baron 
de Bude, must now be well-know u by 
name to the English public, Pivc-and- 
twenty revolving years has this unhappy 
" claimant" been hung up in the courts of 
law, to say nothing of the Parliamentary 
by-play which hat been running on, jsori 
poasH, without in the least interfering with 
the main cuntesl ; and in every single 
itsue, no far as we can discern, which this 
persevering aaauilant has raised, lie has 
ultimately succeeded, simply in order to 
begin all over again. He has won every* 
where, but the result of all hi* successes 
has apparently been to place him not one 
Jul nearer his main object — hit oTemiifm 
pnanit - hit £H(H 1,000 odd, which he il 
asking tu have paid into pease ssio it— than 
he was in (he year I Sir) . The last and 
greatest effort in ihi* interminable litiga- 
tion ha* been a trial at bar in tbe Court 
of tjuccii'i Bench. And in proportion 
to Ihe length and intricacy of the 
pre v iuua proceedings lias been the magni- 
tude and complication of this the last and 
jint concluded (though by uu meant, it 
ahould seem, thr concluding) scene of the 
drama. Kit the benefit uf those of our 
readers whu ate unable tu overcome Ihr 
rejieiling jmwer of ten columns or more 
o( legal technicalities, we will preface the 
remark* whicli are suggested by this last 
atep in his operation* with a brief state- 
ment of what we believe to be the real 
facts and tut r its of thr case. The material 
facts indeed are few, and shortly tutd. 
The present Uanin de Bude is a British 
atibjeel : but, though by birth anil educa- 
tion a» Englishman, he was, prior to the 
year ("•<». entitled, by cession from bis 
father, lo selgnory and estate in the 
Alsatian territory, which was aflerwanJa 
confiscated by the French Republic. 
At the peatc in 1814. the French 
Qovernmenl agreed tn compensate all 
British luliject* who had suffered the 
confiscation of their land* dr good* hy 
the revolutionary tribunals ; and, in 
1818, a sum of stock equivalent to 
about £7,000,000 sterling was accord- 
ingly by ireaty transferred by the 
Frenrh lo the British Government in 
satisfaction of these claims, the latter Oo- 
vernment undertaking thereupun and 
therewith to satisfy the claimants, and to 
relieve the French authorities from all 
furthtr responsibility. To a slice of this 
tT,flO0,0ufl the fiamn de Bode had there- 
fore, among oilier claimants, a fair jirima 
Jarir title There wa* some djlHcuUy, 
however, in proving his (British) citieen- 
ship T his name, in consequence, waa nut 
at lirst formally registered, aa il ihould 
have been, amontT the other claimant* , 
and when ihe requisite evidence came, fur- 
ther atep* were necessary in order to get 
the claim regularly enteied and allowed. 
This we understand 1 tu be Ihe whole ac- 
count of the matter. The Comiuiajioners 
appointed at the peace uf 1 811 td adjudi- 
cate upon these claims, rejected, in the 
first instance, the Baron's demand, ooing 
solely, as we believe, to the technical mis- 
lake ur Informality to which we have al- 
luded, and which was afterwards rectified j 
and the cunietjuence has been, thai the 
Baron de Bode haa been driven to hi* 
" ordinary legal remedy" — that is to say, 
to, as the event has proved, i( years of un- 
ceasing and most expensive litigation. The 
objections to the Baron's story, on thr 
other hand— and they are objection! which 
certainly seem to have been developed 
chiefly, if nut solely, by thit enormous 
lajise of time— are, first, that the "cession ". 
under which the Baron look the estate front 
his father was not a legal and 4oitrf/nV 
transaction ; and, secondly, that the con- 
fiscation of the property by the Prench 
waa a legal and justifiable act, whereas 
compensation wu granted only for pro- 
perty KKjustly confiscated, " indimnt n»- 
fiiipti." Buth these objection! have been 
overruled at the late trial, the Jury having 
found, buth of them, in favour of Ihe 
Boron, and, consequently, in favour of 
Ihe substantial juatice of the chum. But 
in the mean while what has this unfurtu- 
nale claimant gu n e I hroug h > Pi rst came 
the inquiry before the Commissioners | 
then an appeal to the Privy Council. In 
both case* the claim waa rejected. Kndlens 
petitions to Parliament succeeded, and a 
lengthened investigation before a commit- 
tee of the House of Commons which 
finally adjourned itself tint dit without 
coming to a decision. At length a 
" petition of right," as It is called, • 
presented to Ih- Lord Chancellor, in order 
that tbe Baron might be let in lo contest 
hia claim with the Crown. Pour yean 
ago Lord Chancellor Cotlrnham issued an 
Inquisition on this petition, to inquire 
into the merits of the claim. The finding 
of the inquisition wai in favour of the 
claimant. This finding waa traversed by 
the Crown, issue waa joined, and the late 
trial was had to decide ihi* issue. The 
jury have now fuund a verdict for the 
claimant un the substantive merits or hi* 
claim , but iu the mean time the Crown 
has pleaded iu bar the statute which 
limits all actions and suits to within six 
years of the cause of action arising . and 
un this point there is, we presume, a bat- 
tle still in reserve for Ihe Unfortunate 
Baron. Thia it is, then, to hare a "peti- 
tion of right." A good title to half 
• million of money in prospect— a 
fortune of very nearly the same amount 
squandered in legal expense-* quar- 
ter uf a century of hot water and 
(it may be) starvation — and in tbe end, 
theSlaluteofLiinitatiocul Tbisgentle- 
man, though of foreign extractions, and 
dajuimg compenaation tot a foreign lord- 




ship, it yet a British lubject, tod he ut- 
mands only the payment of that moMj 
which hu already been paid over in trust 
for him- (o our Government by tb* 
French, Yet five -and -twenty y oars hive 
not sufficed for the intolerable proUiity of 
litigatiun to which he llat been aublectrd. 
We do not speak for the individual j we 
are anxiuu* for tbe public credit, and 
literally for the public safety. Nobody 
is safe, if the effect* of a trifW accident, 
auch st seem* to have prevented the regu- 
lar aubsiauliatioa of thi* claim in the firat 
instance, an to be such as these. " Pett.

Notd. ami Delicts! .Si mm si. Opkda- 
tiov — An operation of a most interesting 
nature wa* performed at St. Bartholomew* 
Hospital, on the )2th of this month, by 
Mr. Skey, one of the turn**iii of that 
inatitution. This operation, which 
excited a good deal of public interest, wai 
conducted in the most skilful manner, in 
the presence of Messrs. Paaquier and 
Farqoier, the medical attendants on tha 
King of the French, and a number of 
amateur* from Windsor, who were anxiim 
to witness ii ; Ur. Guthrie, the medical 
ufficer* of tbe institution, and a luge 
assemblage of pupil*. A soldier of ike 
name of Wright, in the ind Queen's 
Regiment, received a ball in the knee 
at the storming of Ohninee, in the 
year 1 839, which laid him up for many 
tnunlhs, and deprived him of the use of 
his leg. The long -continued pain 
arising from this 



injury waa so severe 
that his general hearth waa rapidly 
sinking, and in this state, kfler having 
tried various other hospitals for relief, h* 
applied to Ur. Skey to amputate hii leg, 
That gentleman, upon examining the joint, 
rinding an abscess on the outer condyle of 
the thigh-bone, came to the conclusion 
that the ball wai lodged in Ihe bone, and 
lhat by the following operation the leg 
might be spared, whicli in all case* ia pre- 
ferable to a wooden one :■ — after laying 
□pen the abscess, he dug a hole into the 
bone by means of a trephine, upon the 
withdrawal of which the ball was disco- 
vered at the bottom. He then loosened 
il by means of a screw, and having isolated 
it wilh a gouge, he succeeded in drawing 
it forth by means of a along bone forceps. 
The operation did not occupy more thm 
ten minutes in its performance i at the 
coneluiiun of which he waa warmly 
greeted by his colleagues, and highly 
complimented by the French surgeon*.
